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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT   OF   SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  of  Groton: 

It  was  with  genuine  pleasure  that  after  the  opening 
of  schools  in  September  I  found  myself  again  serving 
the  people  and  pupils  in  the  town  of  Groton  where  I 
worked  several  years  ago. 

This  part  of  my  report  will  necessarily  be  brief 
because  of  the  short  time  that  I  have  served :  the  other 
part  of  the  report  will  be  statistical  in  its  nature. 

One  of  the  tables  will  show  that  for  the  year  1936-37 
forty-five  pupils  were  registered,  that  there  was  an  aver- 
age daily  attendance  of  30.3  pupils,  and  an  average  daily 
absence  of  2.9  pupils  .making  the  per  cent  of  attendance 
91.2.  There  were  20  visits  by  the  superintendent,  13  by 
the  school  nurse,  9  by  members  of  the  school  board,  and 
59  parents  and  citizens  visited  the  school  and  saw  the 
pupils  at  their  daily  work. 

Schools  opened  Sept.  7,  with  one  change  in  teachers. 
Mrs.  Myrtle  Craig  of  Rumney  was  placed  in  the  North 
Groton  school. 

Groton  has  now  two  experienced  teachers  and  the 
service  each  is  giving  to  the  district  is  very  worth  while. 

The  enrollment  for  the  time  up  to  Dec.  31  was  37. 
The  per  cent  of  attendance  for  that  time  was  very  good. 
At  present  there  are  no  eighth  grade  pupils  and  for  this 
reason  very  little  money  will  have  to  be  raised  for  high 
school  tuition  for  the  coming  year. 

Shifting  pupils,  from  one  town  to  another,  is  giving 
many  school  districts  much  concern,  and  Groton  is  not 
escaping.  The  seating  capacity  of  the  South  Groton 
school  is  almost  reaching  its  limit. 
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The  school  board  is  performing-  a  real  service  in 
keeping  the  equipment  up  to  date.  The  board  has  been 
very  co-operative,  and  the  members  want  good  schools. 
The  district  is  to  be  congratulated.
